Sinai Medical Center, Series 1992, the proceeds of which were used to finance and refinance the
acquisition, construction, rehabilitation, remodeling and other capital projects with respect to the
health facilities located at 8700 Beverly Boulevard, 8730 Beverly Boulevard, 8723 Alden Drive,
8730 Alden Drive, 8575 West Third Street, 116 George Burns Drive (being the southeast corner
of Beverly Boulevard and George Burns Drive) and the southwest corner of Alden Drive and
San Vicente Boulevard, and the construction of a parking structure on the property located at
8575 West Third Street, all in the City of Los Angeles, California; and

(if) finance the acquisition, construction, renovation, remodeling and equipping of certain
healthcare facilities located at the campus of the Borrower which is bordered on the north by
Beverly Boulevard, on the east by San Vicente Boulevard, on the west by Robertson Boulevard
